, 3e In the spring of 1949 the Russians prospected for vrahiun deposits in the 
vicinity of Milin, 7 km, southeast of Pribram. Certain areas in the forest 
hear Milin were made restricted, and the Russians supervised the boring of 
déep-well test holes, The area of operations was enlarged during the summer, 
in the opinion of workers employed here, the ore is of better quality than 
that from Jachymov, The better-quality ore is placed in sacks, while the 
rest is loaded in bulk, 4t is transported from iiilin in trucks with no 
markings to an uaknown destination. Some of the workers live in barracks 
near the mine,
